Dear Ms. W.: 

You seem to have found one of 
those psychiatrists who gives the 
professionabadname,makes people 
afraid to seek counseling and actu- 
ally adds to the emotional burden of 
the clients. 

The first thing that you should 
do is to have your problems evalu- 
ated by a different psychologist — 
not, at this point, by another psy- 
chiatrist. The fact is that you may 


people who cannotcontrol theirown 
behavior and need medicines to 
make it possible for them to func- 
tionasnormal people. [have no way 
of determining if you need psychi- 
atric treatment because I have not 
personally evaluated you. We will 
leave that to your new counselor. 
Itis wise for most people to find 
sa professional person to help them 
understand difficult problems that 
occur in their lives. However, one 
must shop for a counselor with the 
same care that is used to shop for 
clothes, food, an automobile or a 
house. Here are some brief guide- 
lines: 
1) Always be the boss. The coun- 
selor is an advisor, not your mother, 
father or God. It is your decision 
whether to accept or reject his ad- 
vice. 
2) Ask as many questions as you 
need to in order to obtain comfort. 
Question the counselor’s creden- 
tials, his/her basis for theadvice, the 
purpose and effects (good and bad) 
of the prescribed medicine. If you 
are not satisfied with the answers, 
get a second opinion before taking 
any medication. Remember: It’s 
your body. It’s your life. Take 
charge! 
3) Do not allow yourself to be hu- 
miliated with labels of “little girl,” 
“little boy” or otherinnocuousterms. 
Object, if you feel abused in any 
way. 
Use your intelligence. The psy- 
chiatrist probably has more text- 
book knowledge about the field of 
psychiatry, but he probably has no 
more intelligence than you.

King. After all, the jury didn't live 
inthe city. The jury has notbeen the 
target of ugly racial epithets or dis- 
crimination. The jury hasneverbeen 
pulled over by a policeman simply 
because they were black. 

Once again, we’re forced to 
confront the division in oursociety. 
In 1820, Thomas Jefferson described 
the emotions raging around the sla- 
very issue as “a warning bell in the 
night." Ournation ignored thatwam- 
ing, and it cost usa civil war, which 
took the most American livesofany 
war we've ever had. In the 1960s, 
James Baldwin, in the midstofgreat 
racial advances in civil rights, said, 
“Beware The Fire Next Time.” 

In the last twenty-four hours, 
another warning bell has rung and 
other fires have burned. If we as a 
nation continue to ignore the racial 
reality of our times, tip-toe around 
it, demagogue it, or flee from it, 
we're going to pay an enormous 
price. What we need now, at this 
exacttime,is hope and accountabil- 
ity. Accountability for the conduct 
of the police officers, and hope that 
the system of justice can work. 

With that in mind, I call on the 
Attorney General to file criminal 
civil rights charges against the po- 
lice officers. If a crime is done and 
the system doesn’t work, that’s what 


the civil rights laws are for. 

Next, Icall on President Bush 
to go to Los Angeles and to the 
community and meet with the resi- 
dents to show his concern, if the 
residents believe it will be helpful.

I also won- 
dered how often she, and maybe 
some of the other neighborhoodkids, 
had been treated like scum instead 
Of customers, and remembered the 
times I had lefta few establishments 
because, even though I thought I 
Was polite and non-threatening, I 
Was treated as if it was a privilege 
for me to spend my money in their 
Store. I have a car, so [can drive for 
miles until I receive humane treat- 
ment. 

Inthesame week that LaTasha’s 
killer received probation, a man was 
sentenced to 90 days in jail for 
mistreating a dog and the dog lived, 

Finally, there was the Rodney 
King verdict. Society says don't 
take the law into your own hands, 
takeit to court. What was printed in 
the newspapers everyday regarding 
the King trial was of little conse- 
quence to those who live the truth, 
everyday. A law abiding citizen 
captured a bad arrestin the progress 
and most people thought there was 
just no way that the criminal justice 
system could let them off the hook 
this time, there was just no way.
